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- The Coltege of Z7moges cannot deny that Sayguimere one of their Regents, of- 
tentimes calling a pretty Boy to his Chamber upon the Sundays and Holydayes, 
under pretence of correcting his compoſitions, entertained him with Amorous 
difcourſes, and made him touch him with ſuch a paſſion, that the habitude in 
this Evil at laft fo blinded him, that eyen he made him come into his great Pul- 
Pit; #t inter mans illics ſe pollweret, whil'ft that his other School Fellowes were 
attentive at their Compoſition in the Claſſis. The Author hath ſurprized Fran

T hath clearly been demonftrated that the Jeſuits are Lechers by the formex 
Chapters: in this it ſhall be proved that they are Sacrilegious perſons, Thele 
{tinking Ordures cannot be ſtir'd without ſhame, but for the Publick they muſt 
needs be brought to open view. Now obſerve that the moſt uſual places for _ 
| uaclea 
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unclean Acts is the Church: They have almoſt every where elſe a Companian,.. 
it the Church they are alone with their Love. Of fifcy Examples that 1 might 
aHedge, I ſhall only inſtancein three, that I may the iooner draw oft trom theſe 
filthy and unclean Subjects. 

 Manianus the moſt illuſtrious and moſt followed Preacher that the Jeſuits 

have had theſe twenty years , in the Pulpit of St, Didier in Poittters, 1s one of 
them that have protaned their Chappel : 1 his intamous Wretch having deſigned 
to goto divert himlelf with the Attorney into Zigugey atter his preaching, did

Tior of the College with the Deed, and lo he did. The Sexton was ſuſpected, 
but left any of the Conſultation ( yea, perhaps the Reor himſelf) might be 
found guilty , they made no farther noileof it, {till oblerying their Maxim, $7

_ Inthe ſame College was John Szrnivs ſhut up in the Veſtry with a Gentlewo= 
man, whom he loved precilely behind the Altar. Gentlewomen of Quality have 
complained to a diſcreet man of their Order, that Peter Reggizer by his filthy 
and laſcivious interrogatories had provoked them to evilin theirConteſſions,and 
asking them, whether they had made ule of {ſuch and ſuch wayes to take their car- 
nal pleaſures, had taught them topractice ſhameful Obſcenities.

T HE chicfeſt Zealots of the good Fame and Reputation of their Order, have 

ſaid in the hearing of the Author, That if any of them that depart from the 
Society ſhould relate Petiet*s Story, they ſhould be wholly —_ Now may 
Diſgrace refle& upon them, to the Glory of God, and the Edification of the Pub- 
lick, by the Revelation of the Crime. 

Stephen Petiot 1s well known for his brave Qualitics in the Country of Guienne, 
and hath ſtill paſs'd amongſt them of the Robe for one of the moſt Sober and Mo- 
deſt of his time. I do not here relate the Crinic of a Simple and Ignorant Brother, 
bur a Jeſuit, a great Scholar, (as they ſay) a Proteflor of the fourth Vow, Human- 
iſt and great Preacher. This tamous Fellow was in the Provolt his Houſe Preach- 
ing in St. Projc& at Benrdearx : and that he might not appear idle, between the 
Advent and the Lent, he went ſometimes to the Contcſtional, as many others do, 
rather for Divertiſement, and to catch his Prey, than to convert Sinners, 
and teach Souls. This man, who in the Pulpit ſeemed to be a Saint, was an Aſwo- 
dews in the Confeſſioual, and fell in Love with a pretty black Maid, which had 
caſt her ſelf at his feet, to unlcad her {elf of her Sins, and fo kindled his Love 
through his Eycs and Ears, while he looked earnc{tly upon her, and heard her 
ſpeak, that contrary to the Maids cxpeCtation, he ſent her back loaden with more 
Sins than ſhe had brought. His firſt care was, to gain her by his ſmooth and allu- 
ring Speeches, and to engage her to come to him when the Jeſuits would be at 
Table, that he might with more Confidence and Liberty entertain her betwixt 
the two doors. The Maid, who was but a poor Servant, thought it a high degree 
of happineſs to be courted and bcloved of that Perſon, who was every where 
praiſed and eſteemed, and fo reciprocally conceived ſo much Love and Aﬀection 
for her Lover, that ſhe no longer failed to convey her ſelf to the appointed Pla- 
ces at the times prefixed. I ſhall forbear to ſet down all that paſled betwixt theſe 
two Lovers, it's ſufficient to ſay, that there was nomanner of feeling but ſhe per- 
mitted, nor any kind of Pleaſures but this Villam gave her, even to the laſt car- 
nal Embraces; one only Care moleſted them, that they were to ſtep out ever and 
anon, to ſee whether any Stranger drew near to interrupt their Delights. In 
ſhort, not to ſtain this Paper any longer, this Wench hath told three or four ſeve- 
ral Jeſuits, that Petiot had embraced her, felt, kiſled, whip't her with his hand, &c. 
yew effundens ſemen in manum ejus, oh Filthinel(s ! had ſaid to her, My dear heart, 

chold, ex quo luto naſcuntur homines. This Preacher, that he might have the liber- 
ty to ſtudy, had a Chamber apart from the reſt, with Lock and Key, adorned and 
tted purpoſely for his habitation, by order of Provincial Facquinot. He judging 
that it would be eaſe for him to bring in this Maid, and to keep her without dan- 
er, perſwaded her to diſguiſe her ſelf; having fo agreed, ſhe took her leave of 
= Miſtris, and reckoned with her, then bought her ſelf a Hat and a Canvas Sute 
fit for a Countrey Lad of her pitch, and went into a Vineyard near the Galiers 
Palace, where ſhe cut off half her Hair, folding part of her Maids clothes up into 
a Bundle, and the reſt ſhe made Uſe of, attiring her f&It like a young man, and 
taking with her a bundle of little ſticks, made ſhow of bringing them to the Je- 
ſait, who then was ſo curious as to mark ſome of them with a hot Iron.

Jar Confeflion with any more Secrecy than the firit had done, for he called Fran- 
cs Labruſſe and the Author, who were his Companions 1n the Cardinals Circuit, 
and asked their Advice what to do in a Buſineſs fo dangerous to the Name and 
Reputation of the Socicty 3 whole Advice was, that the Maid ſhould relate, not 
by way of Confeſſion, but in familiar talk, what ſhe had related in the Secrefie of 
that pretended Sacrament, otherwiſe they could not declare the Crime without 
committing a greater. The Wench did, upon his perſwaſion, relate it to the Au- 
thor, and that with ſuch plainneſs and Confidence, that it was impofſtble to 
doubt of it. She did exa&ly relate what Places ſhe had paſs'd, how many Stairs 
there were up to his Chamber, of what faſhion his Cloſet was, where the Bed 
ſtood, and of what Stuff and colour the Furniture was, and what they were, and 
what Pictures, even to the length of the Sheets ; his Diet, his Meat and Drink, 
how many of the Fathers had come to viſit him during her Abode with him, and 
where ſhe hid her ſelf, with her Shepherds Garment, what pretences and Excuſes 
that worthleſs Perſon uſed to carry them ſome whither elſe, e*c.

' Here may be added the Story of that Jeſuit Rector in Languedock, who took 
a poor blind Wench as ſhe begged at his door, and for the ſpace of three Months 
kept her in his Chamber; then being weary of her, put her in the Hoſpital, with 
fair Promiſes to viſit her, and to reward her well, but ſhe being diſcontented, de- 
Elared the matter : and to confirm it to one of his Brothers, ſhe ſaid to him, You 
came to viſit him ſuch a day, and ſpake to him of ſuch things. I was then in his 
Cloſet. 
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CHAP. XI. 
Filthy AZions committed by the Teſuits in their Travels. 


N amorous Fryer when he gocs abroad out of the Cloyſter, is like a looſe 
A Horſe; Petjot, being commanded to go to Pax, there to Preach in-Lentr, 
made his Journey famous by the wicked Deeds he committed in the Way, this 
beaſtly Fellow defiring to debaiich one of his Devonts of SainForges, which 
had wounded his Heart, feigned that he would not go out of the Country till he 
had faluted our Lady of Verdelais, and courteouſly offered himſelf to this Maid 
to confeſs her, and to fay Maſs to. her in that Place, if ſhe would go along thi- 
ther,(Pilgrimages are never ſo pleaſant to Maids as when a Monk guides the De- 
votion : ) ſhe took this Service as a great Favour; he had appointed one of his 
Bawds 
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Bawds to go along with' this poor Innocent, that is to fay a Wolt with a Lamby 
' and they both did ſo play their Parts. After they had been carried ſome tour Miles 
upon the River of Garonne, they came on Shore to Iye that Night in an Inn by 
the way. I am aſhamed to diſcover the malitious Practices of a Society wherein I 
have lived fo long a time, (faith the Author.) Burthe Obligation that 1 have upon 
me to give Glory to God, requires me to reveal thele Wickednelles. This old Bawd 
which had endeavoured in the Boat to inflame this civil Maid by Jaſcivious Diſ- 
courſes, intended to bring her Project to an Iflue in the Chamber of the Inn; 
for, having by a thouſand cunning Tricks and ſmooth Speeches inticed them both, 
ſhe left them alone, under Pretence of providing Supper. This ſeed of Canaay 
and not of Juda, found a S»ſanna, who vigoroutly and magnanimoully defended 
her Chaſtity ; for this harmleſs Maid, who through Fears had futiered a thouſand 
Kifles, and a thouſand Embracesx, at laſt, fearing God, and the Diſgrace ſhe was 
like to fall into, fruſtrated this Villain of his Hope, ſo that he was glad to content 
himſ(clf with the Bawd, on whom he ſatisfied his beaſtlineſs before this Maid, 
with ſuch mutual laſcivious words of Love, that they might have cauſed Impu- 
dence it ſelf to bluſh; the Heat being over, he came again to himſelf, and con- 
jured the Maid to keep the thing ſecret, which ſhe did for the ſpace of a Fort- 
night ; bur at laſt being prickt in her Conſcience, for having ſuffered theſe his lat 
civious Attions, ſhe went to declare the whole matter to the Superiour of the 
Provoſt his Houſe, and this is the firſt day of the Journey. 

Afﬀeer his gallant and religious Pilgrimage towards the Town of Pax, being 
arrived at the Lady Mumma's houſe (which is one of the nobleſt Houſes in Beard) 
with John Francis Marin, who entred into his Company at St. Macairez he was 
ſo ſmitten with the Eyes and Features of this Ladies Maides, that from the firſt 
Hour he ſought all means poſſible to catch ſome of them.

fand times more advantagious to you than this; This poor innocent Maid, which 
thought already to be raiſing hcr Fortune, brought him ſome Paper into a re- 
mote Chamber of the houſe, where this Forger of Miſchief writ ſuch a favoura- 
ble and recommendatory Letter, that he exceedingly rejoyced this filly Maid; 
then raking the Advantage of this his Letter, he ſaid to her, Is not this to love 
thee moſt dearly at the firſt Sight? what art thou not bound to do for ſuch a 
great Friend? who would give a Letter written not only with Ink but with his 
awn Blood for to prefer thee well and to do thee Good, killing her Forehead in 
the mean while, and her Lips, and embracing her with ſuch a Paſſion, that the 
Maid faw the Danger {he was like to be in, and withdrawing away from him, 
1 do not intend Sir ( ſaid ſhe) to buy your Recommendations with the Jeoperdy of my 
Soul. The Rumour of this foul Buſineſs was firſt ſpread in the Houſe a 
the Maids,then at laſt it came to the Ladies Ears, who reproachfully faid to Frexe 
cis Mariz, his Companion, What a Whore-Maſter have you brought imto wry Honſe 
who hath already offertd to abuſe two of mry Maids? " 

This Sardazapalus, the next day, after his Return to his Colledge, went to di 
vert himſelf near the houſe, in a Place called the Wood-Lowys, and to make his 
Recreation every way crimmnal, he inticed with ſome little Agzas Der's a Farmets 
Daughter, who was not above nine or ten years old, under Prezence of teachin 
her to pray, andiled- her into the thick Walk of the Wood. This wicked Wretch 
pat hina(elf in a Polture roviolate this Child and ateady with his: [mopure Fingess 
dilutabat ei vas ferineum 5; when ber Father, hearing her ery antl-Complain, xwn

CH AP. XIII. 


Their As of Unchaſtity in the Nunneries. 


OME Libertines of this Society have dogmatized in the Nunns Parlours, and 
have taught them that God by his Commandment in the Decalogue, Thow 
ſhalt not commit Adultery, doth not oblige men farther than to be diſcreet in their 
Love, and not Scandals to others, becauſe he hath naturally imprinted in our 
Hearts, an Inclination to Love,and that conſequently all the laſcivious Actions be- 
twixt Men and Women that are managed by Diſcretion, are no Sin before God, 
but only thoſe that come to mens knowledge ; and becauſe the Law promulgated 
generally to all, did equally ingage every one, that the Fryars and the Nunns 
might lawfully viſit each other in Secret and Private, conditionally, that their 
Communications were buried in a deep Silence, their Condition being not worſe 
than that of others. 

Peter Cluniack of their Society did expound to one of the Nuns of St. Auſoni 

in Ezgoleſme, the Diſcourſe of thoſe Defects and Hindrances that make Marriages 
void and null, where he did not omit to ſpeak fully and at large of thoſe men, 
who by Nature are defeftive and impotent. Father Joh» Adam, one of their beſt 
Preachers, did expound to an Urſeline, in the Nunnery of St. Macair, the Treatiſe 
of Generation, ſpeaking as plainly and nakedly of thoſe paits that contribute to 
the Procreation of Children, as any other Author in their Anatomies. James Bea- 
fey taught a Maid of our Lady at Pay, the Art of Phyſtognomy, and the way to 
know by the parts of the face thoſe parts that are moſt ſecret in the Humane Bo- 
dy. Reginner's chief Diſcourſe in the two Narneries of Fountenay, was concern- 
ing the Matrix, and the ſtopping of the Merſirzes, &&c. Every one of theſe Fel- 
lows almo#t hath his Minion, whom he courts by the name of Love, Sweet-heart, 
and Angel, ec. The ContreQations which they make with their hands thorow 
the Grates, are ordinary. Above halt a dozen of theſe Villain Jeſuits, and as many 
Laſcivious Nuns, have ſhewed each other their Nakedneſs through the Grates. 
The Jeſuits of Pax made ſuch a diſorder and confufion in the Nunnery of our La- 
dies. Daughters, that many of them were got with Child, and thoſe of them that 
were guilty, were diſperſed here and there, whereof ſome are now in Bowrdeaux. 
The Biſhop of Limoges hath intercepted divers Love-Letters, that ſome of their 
young Philoſophers were writing to the Nunneries, and hath ſent' them to the 
Rector, with Prohibition of Viſiting thoſe Ladies. Of two Jeſuits, who by per- 
miſſion had entred into a Nunnery of Perigex, the one exhorted a dying Nun 
to prepare for Death, and the other lock'd himſelf alone in a Chamber with a 
beautiful Nun, with whom he had had long and intimate familiarity before. The 
Author witneſſeth, that Petiot and Laboriexr have been fo violent againſt the Phi- 
loſopher of Rochell, that they had utterly undone him in his Reputation, if he had 
not vigorouſly defended himſelt; foraſmuch as he being better liked by the Wo- 
men, drew out of his Confeſſional, their Tricks and Practices. 
- - All thoſe who were in the College of PoiGiers 1646. do know the Quarrels 
that were between Joh» Adams and James Biroat, twoof the chiefeſt of the Soci- 
ety, who aſlaulted one the other with fuch Hoſtility, that they have diſcovered, 
by a ſecret Providence of God, their foul PraQtices, and James was at laſt con- 
victed, that inſtead of ringing the Bell ( according to their Orders ) and enqui- 
ns of her that keeps the door, for her with whom he would ſpeak, he was wont 
to: 


to-{trike with a ſtone ſoftly againſt a Floor, to bring his Miſtriſs down, who (till 
watched 
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watched for him at the hour, and then went to etitertaun him near a little Wall, 
where it was eafie for, them to pak one to the other; Father Debatz knoweth 
punGually the whole ſtory.

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CH AP. XIV. 
Their Comning of Falſe. Money. 


IT is juſtly faid, that the Jeſuits are Covetous, and as truly, that they want nd 
Inventions to get Money ; though I ſhould uſe no other Argument to prove 
it, than their Impoſtures ſome few years ago. in Bowrdeaux, to till their Purſes ; 
there is no man of Judgment but will ſubſcribe ro this Truth: _ Having Fe- 
ceived from Rome a Relique of St, Francis Xavier, they imagined that 
thoſe Bones would ſerve to gather, amongſt the Devout Perfons, a vaſt Sam 
of Money. The truth 1s, the Burdelos were very free, and gave more than was 
needful to make a Shrine of a notable bigneſs, all of Maily Silver.

HAT famous Author, who deſcribing an Ingrateful man, and a Revengeful 

man, ſaid of the former, That a good Turh done him was in his mind light

ral, the Aſſiſtants, the Provincials, the Superiours of the: Profeflors Houſe, the 
Learned Divines, the Renowned Preachers, and the rare-Humaniſts : None is to 
be admitted to this Degree but able Perſons. The Eflence of this State confiſteth 
in four Vows. 1. Of Poverty. 2. Chaſtity, and of double Obedience; where- 
of the laſt Obedience is.to the Pope in theſe Terms, [njuper prowitto ſpecialem obe- 
dientiam ſummo Pontifici circa wiffuones. Faxtbexmore, I promile a ſpecial Obedi- 
ence to the high Pontiff, to go whitherſoever he be pleaſed to fend me: They 
who have made this Vow, are-engaged-to:the Pope by a- ſtrift-hand, and the 
Superiours do give't&- his Holineſs the: Names of thoſe who'are devoted to him, 
and they may properly be called the Popes-wen:. - 8 \

CHAP, XVII 
Of the Diviſge: nd Stri bis the Society. 


LL is not Gold that gliſters. What Splendour ſfoever the Jefaitical Govern- 
ment hath, it's too Political to be Good. By the bad Colour of a Sick Bo- 

dy, and by an intemperate Pulſe, it's reaſonably conje&ured, that there is ſome 
Crudity, and faulty Humours in his Stomach. Thoſe Capital Crimes whereof 
they are Accuſed and Convided, and the great number of them that forfake 
them upon juſt cauſes, and the infinite number of them that are Diſcontented, yer 
living amongſt them, as, the Guilty Perſons in Goals, do infallibly ſhew the In- 
diſpolition of that Society that declines torits own ruine.. Whoſoever ſhall make 
Refletion, That their Government is Tyrannical; that falſe Reports amongſt 
them are ordinary, that the Employments and Offices amongſt them are ill diſtri- 
buted 3 he will wonder that the Inferiours Diſcontents do not break forth more 
than they do ; for of Ten Letters that they write to thoſe that Govern, Eight of 
them do contain ſome Complaints, and ordinarily Grievous, and ſad ones ; there- 
fore John de la Renandie, who was one of their Provinctals, was wont to fay, 
That the Enanenteſt of their Society, for to ante cally and patiently all their 
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faid there to live without Diſcoritent. Now the Corporation of the Jeſuits is an 
Aſſembly of Traytors, therefore is there ſo many Complaints amongſt them 3; Jea- 
louſfie divides the Spirits of their Great Ones : Ambition forms 1n the minds of 
the chiefeſt of them, great Ideas of their Perſons; for as = ſee them(elves raiſed 
up to a higher Degree than theirBrethren,they think all is their own, then and that 
the reſt muſt bow down to them. Hence ariſe thoſe heavy Complaints, thoſe bit- 
ter Animoſities, thoſe ſore Diſcontents, that divide the Spirits, change and cool 
Charity. If therefore they ſay, that their Society 1s the Land of Goſhen, full of 
Light, when /&gypt is overſpread with Darkneſs; then may we fay,- thit"ig's a 
Land full of Miſts and Clouds: and if. they add, (in preſumprious Boaſting) that 
It 1s the Suburbs of Paradiſe, then may it be feared, that it is the Entry- into 
Hell, whereof their Virgil ſpeaks;
